DETAILED ACTION 



The Amendment, submitted 21 November 2002, was entered into the record as Paper 21. 
Claims 2, 11-13, 16-31 and 33 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 14, 15, 32, 34 and 42-44 have 
been amended. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The polynucleotide(s) of the Instant Application encode a novel and nonobvious eag K + 
channel (TIPS, Suppl. 1, 1997, 18: 4-84) (SEQ ID NO: 3 and 4) as well as two splice variants 
(SEQ ID NO: 13 and 14) that are differentially expressed in human mammary tumors. The 
claims of the instant application are directed to polynucleotides encoding the channel as well as 
vectors comprising the DNA and recombinant methods of producing the protein in a variety of 
cell types (see for example: Amtmann, et al, 1999, Plant Physiol., 119: 331-338). The claims are 
free of the prior art as the polynucleotide(s) have not been disclosed or studied in the prior art.

The specification provides experimental evidence of utility and enablement under 35

requirements because the claims point out and distinctly claim the invention.
